follows: 
The New York Yacht Club in the 
year 1851 was a very small private 
affair. Yachting had not taken hold 
of the American people aa a nation­ 
al sport. 
At that time there were 
about 14 yachts of any size ip 
the New York Yacht Club. 
There 
was

great big sloop called the 
Maria 
which 
was immengély fast. 
She had hollow spars, cotton sails, 
and a centre-board, but she nearly 
capsized in a gale of wind. Then a 
few merabtrp of 
the club built a 
schooner called the America on ti» 
lines of one of their pilot boats, and 
rigged 
her 
with 
fiat cotton sails 
<*»• laced to their booms, not baggy, loose­ 
footed sails like our English sails; 
^ and in 1861 this vessel came over to 
Cowes and took part in a race at the 
Royal Yacht Squadron there against

our 
best & English yachts.

course was round the Isle of Wight. 
♦ The Cup which was the prize in the 
race was given by the Royal Yacht 
^Bquadra» and was open 


* 
The owners of the schooner return­ 
ed to New York with the Cup they 
had won. They made it a Challenge 
Cup in the custody of their club, the 
New York Yacht Club, for the world 
to come across the ocean and race 
for if it wished. 
Many times has it 
been challenged for since, but it has 
never been won. 
Nobody has ever 
won a single race or a heat of a race 
in attempting to win it except upon 
one occasion when an Ameritan yacht 
had an accident, and that cannot be 
^counted. 
The effect of winning this trophy 
was remarkable. It seemed to stimu­ 
late enthusiasm in yachting in the 
' United States to an extraordinary ex­ 
teat. Nobody in 1851 could have had 
the smallest idea of its far-reaching 
extent. 
Yachting became—of course 
| gradually, but still surely—in Am­ 
erica a national sport and pastime. 
The New York Yacht Clab became a 
national institution. There is no club 
or body or organisation in England 
or any other country which has any 
resemblance to the New York Yacht 
aub.

Tba Americans built three yachts to 
defend the Cup on this accaslon in 
18*14—the race was, of course, post­ 
poned owing to the war; these were 
Resolute, by Herreshoff; Vanite, by 
Gardner; and Defiance, by Owen, The 
last-named was not a success and 
was broken 
up. Sir Thomas Lipton 
built only one yscht to challenge for 
the Uup—namely, Shamrock IV. and 
aa tbs challengers «re bound by th l 
conditions of the Cup to name the 
challenger ten months before the race 
it follows that trial yachts cannot be 
M R to teat her and huve a chance of 
selection to sail for the Cup if they 
her.
